Upper Canada By Isaac Brock Esquire 

Major General Commanding 

ISAAC BROCK his Majesty's Forces in the 

Presid. Province of Upper Canada 

President ; administering the 
Government, &c. &c. 

AVhereas on the seventeenth day of June last the Congress of 
the United States of America declared that war then existed 
between the States and their Territories and the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland and the Dependencies thereof: And 
whereas in pursuance of such Declaration the Subjects of the 
United States have actualy committed Hostilities against the 
Possessions of his Majesty and the Persons & Property of his 
Subjects in this Province. 

Now therefore by and with the advice of his Majesty's executive 
Council for the affairs of the Province, I do hereby strictly enjoin 
and require all his Majesty's liege Subjects to be obedient to the 
lawful authorities, to forbear all Communication with the Enemy 
or persons residing within the Territory of the United States, and 
to manifest their Loyalty by a zealous Co-operation with his 
Majesty's land Force in Defence of the Province & repulse of the 
Enemy. And I do further require and command all officers civil 
and military to be vigilant in the discharge of their Duty, especialy 
to prevent all Communication with the Enemy ; and to cause all 
Persons suspected of traitorous Intercourse to be apprehend 
treated according to Law.

LETTER FROM LOUIS JOSEPH PAPINEAU 
TO JOHN NEILSON 

(Translation.) 

LONDON, 27 June 1823. 

MY DEAR SIR, 

The time has dragged more drearily than ever since 
your departure, but the end of the session will secure my release. 

Mr Wihnot will put off presenting the petitions until the last moment. 
I am persuaded that he would have preferred that either the Bill of 
Union had been carried last year or that it had never been brought 
forward. But he fears the attack that will be made upon him by Mr 
Ellice, who, I think, will present the petitions of Upper Canada in favour of 
Union. He spoke of the great English Congress in America, and then of 
a small Congress for the two provinces. Mr Davidson objected that the 
congresses and the colonial legislatures might waver as to what belongs 
exclusively to each of those authorities a condition which would retard 
the dispatch of business ; and on Mr Wilmot's saying, ' But if this is 
regarded as essential, how are we to proceed in dealing with the project ?' 
'Well,' Answered Mr D., and much to the point, 'first of all, by taking the 
census of the population of the two provinces, and then by apportioning the 
sending of their deputies to Congress according to their population.' 
He has notably promoted our views by his remarks on this question. 
I am very glad to see it. All I have ever known of the subject I learned 
from him. I am sending you a letter to Lord Liverpool on the state of 
the Colonies, for you to judge of the great lack of truth perceptible in 
the writing. I say this for your private ear : Mr Underwood thinks that 
although your Bishop is there attacked, the letter is perhaps written by 
himself or by some intimate friend, and in this case it is nothing but a 
cloak to cover a hypocritical priest (and there are many such) to disguise 
himself better. 

Parliament has quite recently voted ^5000 for the first time to help 
to establish Ministers in the Colonies, I do not know whether the benefit 
is intended to extend to dissenters, also fifteen thousand to help emigra- 
tion to the Cape and to Canada. I am told that this emigration has 
been placed under the immediate direction of your travelling companion, 
Mr Robison. You have had, I hope with all my heart, the happiness of 
rejoining your family in good health. I sincerely wish soon to have the 
same privilege and to enjoy the delicious shade of Ottawa just as you are 
enjoying that of Val Cartier. They had discovered your return to Canada 
from your instruction to your friends to send back your letters, for only 
one came to me from Mr Belanger and one from Mr Bedard. With kind

MY DEAR SIR, 

I send you a few words to beg you to take some 
care and trouble with a view to the public welfare, after as well as 
during the Session of Parliament. Some people (though few in 
number) are going about crying (but below their breath) that the 
Jative Council could not conscientiously unite with us in 
passing the Appropriation Bill to meet the expenses of the Civil 
List, because so it pleases them to say here the Assembly had 
acted wrongly in voting the required amount to each individual by 
name, instead of voting such amount separately for each public 
official. Since these clamourers are either dishonest or are mistaken, 
it might be as well to remove any excuse they may have for their 
clamour. I believe that you would be performing a good deed in 
printing the entire Bill, as it was put before the Council. If for 
some reason or other you do not think it expedient to publish it, 
would you kindly beg Mr Lindsay to procure and send me as soon 
as possible, a manuscript copy of the Bill.

POULETT THOMSON 

COWES, Sept. i, 1839, 

MY DEAR THOMSON,

In answer to Your Lordship's letter inclosing

MR LA FONTAINE has the honour to inform His Excellency the 
Governor General that, complying with the authorization he 
received, he communicated with Mr Girouard, making known 
to him His Excellency's wish to offer him the office of a Land 
Commissioner, with a seat in the Executive Council. 

Mr La Fontaine has to express sincere regret that the failing 
and uncertain health of Mr Girouard will not allow him to accept 
this office. In addition to the official reply of Mr Girouard 
transmitted with this, Mr La Fontaine feels it to be a duty to 
send His Excellency also a private letter from this gentleman on 
this subject. 

Mr La Fontaine more than any one will feel the loss of the 
active services of Mr Girouard : but at the same time he feels it 
his duty, in the interests of the same object that His Excellency 
has in view, respectfully to suggest the name of Mr Morin, whose 
integrity, talents and ability are so well known. 

Mr La Fontaine is still confined to his room by sickness, and in 
consequence begs His Excellency to accept his apologies for not 
being able to wait upon him in person.

In the present excitable state of the population at Fort 
Garry it is important that no answer should be sent. A refusal of 
an amnesty would excite the French Half-breeds to madness, and 
granting an amnesty would excite the British Settlers to the same 
extent. After the Elections are over, my own opinion is that an 
amnesty for all often would be advisable.

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LETTER FROM E. B. O'CALLAGHAN TO F. X. GARNEAU 

ALBANY, 17 July 185?. 
DEAR FRIEND, 

I was much gratified by the receipt of your very kind and highly 
esteemed favor of the 6th inst, and as you have got, ere this, the 3d vol. of the 
N. Y. Doc. Hist you will have evidence of the great pleasure it always affords me to 
hear from you and to be in any wise useful to you. 

I beg you to believe that I seize every opportunity that falls within the reach of a 
poor exile 'in partibus' to enquire after your health, progress and prospects. The last 
news I had of you was, that you were suffering from indisposition, which I regretted 
the rather as any evil that would befal you, now, would be a misfortune not only for 
your friends but ior your country. 

It gladdens me, however, to learn that you are still laboring to vindicate the 
History of your country from much of the misrepresentation to which it has been 
the victim. Somewhat like the Horse subjected to Man, its portrait has not been 
painted by itself or its friends. As a consequence it has suffered in more interests 
than one, witness the Durham Report, the latest and boldest instance of brutality that 
I have seen in print. 

I have long bethought me of, and turned over in my mind, a plan of a ' History 
of Canada under the British.' But perhaps the time is not yet mature for such justice, 
as Finis cannot be put at the foot of the chapter. Ireland, India and Canada form a 
chaplet not very ornamental around the neck of our Stepmother. You will have an 
opportunity of writing a part of the chapter : Pint Jttstitia. I sincerely trust your 
remuneration will be commensurate with your great labor. 

I do not agree with your logic as regards the movement of '37. You say 'Je le 
blame puis<[u'il n'a pas reussi, et qu'il a eu de si tristes consequences pour nous.' 
This is a post hoc, ergo propter hoc, which is not authorized by the Schools. 

My dear Sir, If you will look carefully through Lord Gosford's despatches of 1836, 
as well as those of the Colonial Secretary of that and preceding and subsequent years, 
you will find that Qosford recommended the suspension of your Constitution more 
than a year before there was any shadow of an outbreak. 

The truth is the government both in Quebec and Downing Street determined 
on abolishing the L. C. Assembly and only sought a pretext to justify its violence. 
Desbartzcli, who w.-is < losford's 'confidence man' in 1836, came to coax or browbeat 
me in '36 into voting for the supplies, and when he found me inebranlable, he very 
plainly told me that the result would be that Papincau and I would be hanged ! 
About that time Gosford recommended that the L. C. Assembly should be abolished. 
Debartzch no doubt was in the secret saw the consequences, and founded his 
prophecy or threat or warning on the knowledge he had of the programme. 

It was Castlereagh and the Irish Union over again Goad the people into 
violence, and when they fall victims to the snare, abolish their constitutional rights. 
Read the History ot Ireland and its Legislative Union with England, and you will 
see, as in a mirror, the plot of 1836 & 7 against Canadian Liberty. 

The movement of '37, as far as I have any knowledge of it, was a movement of 
the government against peaceable < iti/ens in order to hurry the latter into an indig- 
nant resistance of personal violence. When they dragged an isolated poor peasant 
in the early part of 1837 from the Lake of Two Mountains into Montreal Jail for 
assault, which they called Treason, where was the movement ? When they pulled 
down the Vindicator office, where was the movement? When they dragged Davignon 
and his friend, tied with ropes, from St Johns through Chambly to Longueuil to irritate 
the habitans, then peaceable and quiet, where was the movement? 

The truth is, the whole was a settled plan of Gosford, Ogden and Debartzch to 
goad and drive individuals into a resistance to personal violence so as to make out a 
case with which the Ministry might be able to go down to Parliament and ask for the 
destruction of the Act of 1791. And lest that would not suffice, Colborne backed it 
up by saying in one of his despatches, months before any opposition had been offered, 
that Papineau was drilling troops somewhere near Three Rivers. This is as far as 
my memory serve* me, for I have not tlv hy me. It was written somewhere 



in 1837 and you can possibly turn to it I recollect well calling Mr Papineau's atten- 
tion to it at the time and suggesting to him the propriety of contradicting it, for I was 
personally knowing to the falsehood of the statement but as is his wont and habit 
too often, he treated the thing with contempt, for it was the most atrocious lie I ever 
saw in print.

I beg of you to take what I have written on the affair of '37 as it is intended 
and designed not to bias any conclusion you may consider yourself justified in 
drawing but as a piece of evidence submitted in the case, to be weighed with all the 
other matters bearing on that event.
